In answer to your inquiry as to the condition of dies for Army Marksmanship to be 
engraved from recent designs. I beg leave to say, Two out of three design furnished were 
returned approved June 30, 1882, consequently we have had but the month of July to do anything 
on these dies, and as our other duties have occupied our time, the Marksmanship dies are only 
just commenced in fact the third design is not yet approved therefore there is nothing due with 
that. As these medals required seven dies. I think it will not be possible to have them all 
engraved in less than six to eight months.
